Time Has Come to Replace 
The CCC “Nightmare” 


Clatsop College is like a growing child. To become big and 
strong and fulfill all our expectations, it needs lots of nourishing 
food, One of the foods it lacks is decent dormitories. Without them, 
Clatsop will not develop as much as it should. 

Right now there are no dorms for the student b Temporary 
occupants of Barbey Hall are the Japanese students When they go, 
Barbey will close again. 

Barbey has always been a problem because it was never design 
ed as a dorm, From its opening in 1964 to its closure this fall, it 
has been plagued with high operating costs, overcrowding, person- 
ality and supervision conflicts, heating difficulties and lack of good 
study facilities, CCC President Stewart McCollom has described it 
as a “plumbing nightmare.” 

New dorms are the answer for the many students wanting to 
come to Clatsop but needing a place to live. 

Dr. McCollom has written to eight community colleges in Ore- 
gon and nearby states with dorms. “They expressed pee 
for the problems of dorms,” he said, “but acknowledged their un- 
deniable need.” 

Some of the problems they cited are like those encountered at 
Barbey. For example, it seems to take three or four years for dorm 
roommates to develop into a cohesive, cooperative group led by 
upperclassmen. But at community colleges dorms are usually full 
of freshmen, so the peer influence is broken. 

In studying the situation, Dr. McCollom has found that the 
climate for education improves when dorms go in. Living on cam- 
pus draws students closer to the school and its activities. 

It seems that the advantages of dorms would outweigh the dis- 
advantages. They would bring increased enrollments. as at Casper 
Community College in Wyoming, and more tuition payments. More 
students mean that programs could be expanded—which would be 
a definite plus for Clatsop in comparison to other community col- 
leges.
